Authorization 

¢ In 1983, US Congress enacted the first Disadvantaged Business Enterprises 
(DBE) program. 

¢ The DBE program was reauthorized by Congress on January 6, 2015 
providing Federal funds for “Fixing America’s Surface Transportation” (FAST 
Act). 


Existence of Discrimination 

¢ Congress has found that “discrimination and related barriers continue to 
pose significant obstacles for minority- and women-owned businesses in 
federally assisted surface transportation market across the United States.’ 

¢ Congress has ruled that the continuing barriers...merit the continuation of 
the Disadvantaged Business Enterprise program m 
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What is the DBE Program’? 


Description 

e Federal program required under 49 CFR Part 26 

¢ DBEs are businesses owned by socially and economically disadvantaged 
individuals 

¢ To be eligible a firm must be a small business with 51% owned and 
controlled by socially and economically disadvantaged individuals 

¢ Asa recipient of Federal funds, the MBTA must have a program. Not a quota 
program; goals based on good faith efforts 


Objectives 

* Remedy discrimination in contracting 

¢ Create a level playing field for fair competition 

¢ Help firms to eventually compete outside program
